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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because they lack proper labeling of the 
elements shown. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

5. Claims 1-14 are objected to because of the following informalities due to 
the claims not being in the proper format, it is suggested to applicant: 

In claim 1 line 16 replace ' . These" with - ,the - 
In claim 2 line 8 replace "the unambiguous" with -unambiguous- 
Due to being unnecessary in the claimed language , it is suggested to applicant: 
Delete " Further characterizations " after claim 1 . 
Delete " Further claims " after claim 2. 
Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter ( For 
instance in claim 1 lines 27-30 that reads "the time and frequency information thus 
produces in the ground station is physically available to the user in the form of suitable 
pulse and /or sine wave shaped signal called time signal including any digital correction 
values; in claim 2 lines 5-7 that reads "for increasing the accuracy of the information in 
the time signals, additional digital correction data can be available to the user 5 ' ) which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The specification does not describe how step (d) in claim 1 is performed. It is not 
clear how the difference between the time of reception of the signal and the local clock 
is determined , since the time of reception is understood to be provided by the local 
clock, so it is not clear what is actually being compared and how it is done. 

For claims 3-5 there is not support in the specification for the use of FDMA, 
CDMA and TDMA. 

For claims 7-9 the specification does not describe how the remote ground station 
is connected to a system of redundant central clocks via multiplex method ( claim 7); 
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neither how "an arbitrary number of remote ground stations is connected to the central 
clock via a multiplex method" ( claim 8) ; or how " an arbitrary number of remote ground 
stations is connected to a redundant system of central clocks via a multiplex method" 
( claim 9). 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 step (e ) it is not clear what data is referred to as "system related 
correction data", in step (f) it is not clear what is meant by "the remote clock is 
synchronizes in state and rate" 

In claim 2 lines 2-4 it is unclear what is meant by " power reserve which allows 
communications interruptions to be bridged with reduced accuracy"; the whole step (d) 
is unclear; steps (e) and (f) are listed after a period in step (d), it is unclear whether they 
are suppose to be part of the claim limitation. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent, 
to applicants disclosure, as best understood by Examiner . 

• US patent No. 6,654,356 discloses a Distributed control system 
architecture based on synchronized clocks. 
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• US patent No. 6,870,819 discloses a device for exchanging radio 
signals provided with time markers for synchronizing clocks.
